Once a day. every day at BCS. the whole school gels 
together for morning chapel Yes. the chapel is a Christian 
Chapel: yes. it is an Anglican Chapel: but it doesn't slop 
there. Readings come from all the great religions in the 
world - all of which are represented among our students.

This is the 
changing, growing, developing face of BCS. This is what 
our school is - a truly Canadian school, a school that teach- 
es its students lo find their place, not simply in the life of 
their countrv. but in the life of their world.

In September of 1958, a short, 
pale, dark haired Freneh 
Canadian boy turned up in the 
Form II classroom on the top 
floor of the Grant Hall Building - 
what was then the Prep, and what 
is now Glass House. His grey 
flannel shorts were belter pressed 
than anyone else's, his socks 
were pulled up, his shirt was 
lucked in. his tie was neatly knot- 
led at the neck. A senior member 
of the Upper School staff spotted 

him and thought, in a school as tough as BCS then was. this 
little boy wouldn't survive -he'd gel killed! 
How wrong he was. 

When he arrived here that fall, Francois de Sainte Marie 
could not speak more than a dozen words in English - and 
all of those words were polite. He sat quietly in our classes 
and rarely spoke, unless it was French class when Madame 
Smith gave him English lessons as she taught us Freneh. 
There was another instance: our History teacher, the late 
John Ferris (see page 32) was a tall and eloquent 
Englishman. He tossed out the question. "What is the rela- 
tionship between England and Canada?" None of us knew, 
or if we did, we didn't know how to express it. John Ferris 
scanned the room, looking for an answer: "de Sainte 
Marie," he challenged. 

*'I can say it in French..." Ferris nodded. "L'Angleterre 
est la mere palrie du Canada." 
"Good," said the teacher. 

We all chimed in. "What'd he 
say? What'd he say?" 

Fortunately. Francois had 
courage and strength with which 
to face the inevitable bullies, and 
he was a talented soccer player. 
He established his place quickly, 
and continued through the school 
becoming a Head Boy. the Drum 
Major, Captain of Soccer, hockey 
player, skier. Junior Squash and 
Tenuis Champion, member of the 
Players' Club (he played Zeus!) 
and Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Camera Club.

This October, he will become the 16* Chairman of the 
Board, and the first French Canadian lo hold that position. 

Shortly after he first came on the Board in 1986. he was 
persuaded to take on the responsibilities of Honorary 
Treasurer, a difficult job made more difficult by the reces- 
sion which began and continued while he held that office. 
Subsequently, he became Vice Chairman, and a year ago, 
he passed [he Honorary Treasurer mantle to Marc Lapierre 
and began to try to make sense out of the "human 
resources" at BCS. He is well qualified for all of these 
activities. 

Starting at the age of thirteen. 
Francois spent his summers 
working in the family manufac- 
turing business. When he was in 
his fourth year of university 
studying Business Admini- 
stration, the family sold their 
company, and Francois then 
convinced his grandparents to 
help him start Longlin Conduits, 
This manufacturing company 
grew from a half a dozen 
employees in 1970 to nearly a 
hundred when he sold it in 14X8. 
He brings with him the varied 
experience which surviving 
entrepreneurs invariably acquire. 

Since then he has been involved in many business ven- 
tures, from developing a bowling complex lo making foie 
gras. He is married to Nicole, and their son and daughter 
have both graduated from BCS - Charles in 1992 and 
Catherine in 1994. 

While there are few people who know and understand 
our school from the many points of view that Francois has, 
it still is worth asking him why he wants to donate the lime 
and suffer the worry that will assuredly come with the task 
of being Chairman. Here is our conversation:

In fact, the major things 
have been done well by my predecessors. From this. I want to 
ma in lit in the good things, to ensure that the basic values of BCS 
are well entrenched. 

L.K.: Wilt we see no difference, ihen. when you take over? 
P, de S.M.: 1 hope that the Board will become less visible - llnil 
its influence will he fell more through the Headmaster. 
L.E.: This sounds very "old school".... 

V. de S.M.: BCS is an old school. Actually, il's two things - a 
school ant! a home. I don't see why modern methods of editcal ion 
should conflict with the "home" atmosphere of raising children. It 
is essentia) that we remember that (he children have been entrust- 
ed to the. school by their parents to be raised as well as lo be edu- 
cated, I see no conflict between contemporary educational trends 
and house behaviour. 
L.E.: You're a traditionalist. 

1". de S.M.: What an accusation! I like change when it's a worth- 
while trade. II you unload a tradition, be sure that it's being 
removed because it's being replaced by something much belter. 
Bui. yes, 1 am a traditionalist. If we unload too many of our tradi- 
tions, wc risk becoming "just another school". One pf my frustra- 
tions is thai the Mission Statement doesn't say how we are special, 
but that's because il's so hard to identify - il's lots of little things, 
L.K.: So. you love ihe school; you've seen it from ahnosi as mam 
points of view as 1 have: you don' I mind change but you want to 
be sure ihe school remains essentially the same: you don't partic- 
ularly want lo be Chairman, hut it's your turn. Do you know whal 
you're doing? 

K. de S.M.; Actually, yes. I do. In any organization like BCS. 
which is so well equipped in terms of professional operators, fac- 
ulty and facilities, 1 believe that if the Chairman isn't careful, he 
can be more of a hindrance than a help. The Chair must help to 
guide the organization through the big picture - discreetly, but 
firmly.

What is i he most import a til thing anyone can ilo for the 
future of our school? The answer could not be sim- 
pler: BUILD LIP THE ENDOWMENT FUND. 

Last year. BCS was at a crossroads with falling enroll- 
ment causing operating deficits, and thus running up our 
debt to (fee bank. For the first time thai 1 can remember, wc 
sent to the Alumni/ie a hlunl and urgent appeal stressing the 
school's needs over and above its wishes. The response lo 
this appeal was unprecedented. Annual Giving (which 
experts say should increase incrementally) jumped by 53% 
- from %2( 10.000 to $305, 0(H)! 

This astonishing increase was the result of many factors, 
but high among them was the leadership shown by the 
Board of Directors. These men and women volunteer their 
lime and worry lo our school and last year they responded 
to the persuasion of Fundraising Chairman. Peter While, by 
donating over $53,000 lo the campaign. 

The Board of Directors contribute over 
$53,000 to Annual Giving. 

As well as this. Alumni/a: and friends who had not pre- 
viously given to BCS included our school among their 
charities, and many regular donors increased their grant to 
BCS. With many of these gifts came thoughtful and com- 
pelling argti in en Is that schools such as ours should "pay as 
l hey play" - thai Annual Giving should nol help to fund ihe 
school's operation. I have mel no one who disagrees with 
this in principle. 

The practice, however, is a different matter. Like it or 
not. running BCS is more thai a $5,000,000 operation each 
year. There is virtually no fat in that number, and to raise il 
all from fees would make BCS unaffordable. 

What do other schools do? They enlarge their classes 
and they increase their income from Iwo other sources: 
Annual Giving and Endowment. That's how they keep their 
fees down. 

Because we at BCS are committed lo the concept of 
small classes, more pressure is pul on lite raising of funds. 
In fact, with a stabilized enrollment and thanks lo the phe- 
nomenal response of our Aliimiii/a\ parents and friends last 
year, we not only supported the operations enough that the 
school ran a modest surplus, hut we also added almost 
$60,000 io our Endowment Fund.

From the very First page, Natanya 
Nerenberg's 'Bus Boy' - Hey. is she 
something? After 1 read her short story 
and that wonderful 'Leaf" poem. I 
KNEW she had to go to Iowa Stale U. 
is it? and become a writer, Stephen 
Nolman's "Jester'. Emily Evans" 
'People are like hooks" (wow!) and 
how about that 'Mother's Helper', 
with the last word 'end'! The mar- 
velous stories by Dina Nelson and 




Louis Hong and his leal' poem!, and 
what about those amazing paintings of 
Linda Chen! 'Loss" (Sam Grey). Chor 
Chiat Goh's "Images' and Gardening" 
and I just loved 'Jelly Beans". 

That observation in 'Bohemian 
Waif" and what John Red path does 
with a drop of water... El ina Brobeek's 
two poems, 'Stranger' and 'Warmth' 
and thai shocker in the last para of her 
prose image, ...Kee Ho SulFs observa- 
tion of a violinist in the underground - 
that's what poetry is all about.

Of course, behind all 
this lies a truly gifted 
teacher and how rare to 
find one with such bril- 
liant teaching talent and 
such luminescent aware- 
ness of the stuff poetry is 
made of... 50% of all the 
poems I would myself have been only 
loo proud to have written. For BCS to 
boast of a teacher who can draw this 

kind of genius out - well 

In a world from which poetry has 
all bul faded, it is so thrilling to read a

King's Hall, 
May 19. 1964 




My Dear Girls: 

Several times during the year, ! have spoken to you all of my concern 
that so many of you ate rather self-centered, some few alarmingly so, 1 
Bay be doing some of you an injustice, I pray that I am, but some of you 
give the unfortunate impression that before you make a move to give any- 
thing of yourself to others you calculate what there is in it Eoi you, 
how it is going to benef ; t you. There seems little concern or desire en 
Che part of some to contribute because they have a sincere and intense 
interest in making their contribution to the good of the whole. It will 
not, therefore, be a surprise that I have chosen as the theme of my let- 
ter, "Giving and Having.'' 

I am deeply indebted to the late Miss Mary Cramp, for this letter is 
taken from one of her inimitable addresses to her oii'ls delivered many 
years ago. It may weli be that some o: your Mothers listened to that very 
address ! 

I read to you a description of the beautiful picture of the dead wsr- 
riur by F. G. Watte which hangs in the Tate Gallery and which bears Efais 
inscription. 

•what I spent, I had." 
"What I saved, I lose." 
"What I nave, I have." 

The poet Coleridge expressed the sair.e idea in his line, "0 lady, we 
receive but what we give." This giving and having is a continuous 
process. Earth gives up her moisture, clouds fern and give again to earth 
what she gave, what she gave she has. Life is like that. We give in order 
to become and to have something worthy to give. Each individual is 
required to make his contribution, and if he refuses the contribution 
only he can make, ic means loss, not only to Lhe whole, but also to the 
individual, for the time comes when, unless we give what has been given 
to us, we gradually lose what we have and so lose our individuality. 

What girls live mosL in a school? Is it not those who give themselves 
in the service of others; who are understanding and unselfish? And who 
are Lhe Great of the Earth? Surely not those who strove to gain but those 
who gave - the splendid givers, St, Francis, Florence Nightingale, 
Elizabeth Fry and a host of others — lovers of humanity, thinkers, 
searchers of truth, poets, spiritual leaders. 

The candle gives light but only by spending itself, the sale gives 
flavour but only by losing itself. "What 1 have, I hold" is a Motto of 
the past. In national and even international matters, we only hold what 
we are willing to surrender and what, in the end, we do surrender. Forget 
your own narrow, petty, personal interests and lose yourselves in the 
wider field of interest and concern for others. It is a kingly privilege 
to give of yourselves and in so doing you will be able to share the 
triumph of the dead Warrior and to exclaim with him, 
"What I gave, I have."

The 10 most frequent questions about scholarships and financial assistance 



1, What is the difference between scholarships and 
financial assistance? 

A Scholarship is a monetary award for academic 
excellence. Most scholarships at BCS are Entrance 
Scholarships. A new student accepted by the school 
with an 85 f /f+ average may apply foe a scholarship. 
The amount of the award is determined by the tabula- 
tion of exam results along with other application fac- 
tors. 

Financial Assistance awards are based on the level 
of the financial need of the family. A family requesting 
financial assistance is asked to submit their application 
to a closed committee made up of administrators and 
Board members. The amount of assistance granted 
depends upon the level of need and the funds avail- 
able. Financial assistance does not normally exceed 
25 f /r of the tuition cost, 

2. How much are scholarships worth? 

Scholarships range in value from $1,000 to $6,000. 
Scholarship amounts are deducted from the tuition. 



3. Can yuu apply for financial assistance even if you 
win a scholarship? 

Yes. but the combination of the two amounts does 
not normally exceed 50 c /t of the total tuition cost. 
4.1s the scholarship automatically renewed ? 

The scholarship will be renewed from year to year 
providing the recipient continues to maintain at least 
an 80% average and avoids any "D" effort ratings. 
5, What is the difference between a bursary and 
financial assistance? 

At BCS financial assistance is another name for a 
bursary, which is normally considered lo be a need- 
based allocation which does not have to be re-paid. We 
chose the term financial assistance because it covers 
all the o pi ions we offer. In addition to bursary type 
awards, we also offer installment plans, long-term 
loans, and tuition dele rials. 
6. If you didn't receive a scholarship when you first 
entered BCS, can you apply for one afterward? 
Yes. any student who completes their year with a

rently stands at about tour million dollars ($4,000,000). 
Endowment means that, when die donations were made, 
the donors ask thai we nol spend the money itself for al 
least ten years. We can, however, spend the earnings on 
iliis fund and our scholarships and assistance arc funded 
from these earnings.

When a family 
receives financial assis- 
tance we pledge to keep 
the information confiden- 
tial and we ask that they 
do the same.
